He was in the General SAITG clique, and greatly opposed to Kideki TCJO. At 
one period during HATTCRI ' 3 long tour of duty with the Operational Plane 
Section of Japanese G-l (our 0-3 General Staff), SHLCEURA. was chief of 
Operations anc Strategy. (Jap: nese G-l). Lar; ely due to his reccnmendation, 
despite HATTCRI* s field grr-de rank at the time, HATTCRI v s made chief of 
the Operational Plans .’action, succeeding L>i._HARA K&nju, in 1937. HATTCRI 
greatly respects and trusts General SHIKOIURA, and has always continued to 
maintain a very close relationship with him. HATTCRI feels that only 
SiiL jMJRA, of all of the foxier general rank offioers of the Japanese 
Army, is truly qualified to lead the new Japanese Array. HATTCRI often calls 
upon him at present, gives hie details of his plane, and asks Jfor General 
SKD'Oi-URA's instructions. In short, Gene ral 3HD4CKJRA is for eer superior, 
sponsor, and "sensei 11 (teacher) to HA TTCR I. The present Prime Minister, ' 

Y 061 .IDA, was Foreign Minister when ShTTBHAM was Prime Minister in the first 
post-war cabinet. SHIMCMBR1 enjoys ':.js distinction ef being the last 
Japanese Minister of Her. I0SRIQA hss maintained friendly relatione with 
SKBiCSDRA, and confers with hir frequently on tho reamansot question* 
However, IA ISUK I. whe is alee friendly with the fsneral, le a closer advisor 
of IG6HIDA, and to what extent I06HHA relies upon SHDCMDRA'e ooonsel le 
dubioos*

a. In the fall of 1950, General SHIMUKDRA advised HATTQhl confidentially 
that Lt. General TAL’IDA Isamu was quite bitter in criticizing hATTURl 
to himself. XAL1DA apporei tly told SiHMCMHU that RATTuhl was trying 
to become connander of the entire Japanese Army because of his interest 
in the National Police Reserve commend, and was using • rs. ARAXI's in- 
fluence with General Willoughby and Willoughby* s trust in hi to the 
hilt in order to catapult hi self into full power. Hi IDA. decried 
HATTCRI 's monopolistic plans, unfair, biased and ambitious choices of 
personnel, without conferring with anyone else, even the Japanese govern- 
ment or Prl.e liinister IC8HIDA, and he insisted to SKI.OIURA that 
HATTQRI ' s plans were extremely ambitious, in fact, that HATTCRI was 
"another A..ISUE" . TAKIDA ahowed SHI (MJRA a list of officers HATTCRI 
had rejected whom he felt were exoellent men, HATTCRI defended himself 
well, but realised that sods one on his staff at the Demobilization 
Bureau Historical Reoords Seotion planning rearmament and formation of 
the Police Reserve had betrayed him and their secret plans to T/UIIA. 

It turned out to be Colonel KCI.ILA Kazuo, who has later disclosed 
hATTORI's secrets to JWAXURO Kideo and tha^K A W ABEa . Torashlro and Shozo. 
Ao also oppose HATTCRI. levertheless, Si't-xaiWtA was not convinced by 
TANIDA of HATTCRI's duplicity and ambition, and has continued to support 
HATTCRI even to YOSHILA up to the present tire.

Former Lt. General of the Army, rraduate of the Amy War College, he 
was c.’ osen Chief of Japr-nese G-l, General Staff, in 19-44, soon after 
SA.IT0 and YOHAI came to power replacing TCjJO. He is a "SHiMGl-WRA" 
nan, and somewhat favorable to HATTCRI, but fearful of HATTCRI's am- 
bitious reputation. When HATTCRI returned to his post of chief of the 
Operational Plans Section of G-l General Staff after the fall of TOJO, 
lt vet rumored that HATTCRI secured the fall of then Major General DOI 
Akho as chief of G-l General Staff by oausing Dul to lose the respect 
of all his subordinates in G-l, which brought about KLYAZAKI'g elevation 
to the post. For this reason, U)I hates both HATTCRI and MIYAZAKI 
bitterly to this day,

the Ja;«nese Government after 1945, In close cooperation with GHft, SCAP, 
was originally known as the Historical Fhcts Section. Its first chief 
WPS iTLr^KI Sl.uichi, former G-l from 1944-1945. B °th KATYOKI and 
litt.ISA Kaz-tO were a'si ned under MIYAZAKI, as they had beer, subordinates 
of his in G-l, KATTCfil as chief of Operational Flans section. When 
klYAZiu»I was discharged from his position by result of a strict appli- 
cation of the Purpe Ordinance (in early 1947)? (parens are Source 
Comment), then he offered to turn the • oat over to KATrCF.I. Ihe latter 
declined, however, and reccwenled his fomer operational plans superior. 

Major General MAAAIAM bampu (or Motoo). However, it seereu that 
NAKAYAKA was also excluded from the post by purge directive, and KATTORI 
bad to take over. In spite of the fact that it was evident at the time 
that HATTORI had first reecnended UAKAXAKA, HCR1HA Kasuo objected to 
HATTCRI'e elevation at first, claiming that ha had his own ideas about 
that affair.
